In response to the arguments stating that Qian fails to teach descriptor of different shots are compared but not In pairs, the examiner 
disagrees. QIan teaches that each pair of frames are compared with one another(Col. 3, lines 59 et seq.) A pair of frames constitutes as 
shot as described by QIan. 
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
